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Council OK’s $52,713 
f retirement program 
for city policemen

Upland City Councilmen Monday night 
approved a new retirement program for 
city policemen that will cost Upland 
residents approximately $52,713, an 
increase of approximately six cents per 
$100 of assessed valuation for local 
property owners 


The program to become effective July 
1, will offer policemen retirement at 30 
years of age at a pension rate of two 
percent for each year served in Upland 

The maximum retirement payment a 
person could receive (75 percent of 


salary) would be reached at % years of 
age 

Under the oid retirement plan, 
policemen could get 50 percent of their 
salary at 55 with a maximum somewhat 
greater. according to Upland City 
Manager Elwin Alder 

Upland voters voted in the last election 
to improve police retirement benefits 
and accept any cost incurred to the city's 
taxes, Alder said in a recent interview 
Cost of the retirement program 
estimated on the April ballot was 
approximately 5.5 cents per $100 of 
assessed valuation

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‘M3 Tax increase sought 


by school officials 


On June 4, voters in the Chaffey Union 
High School District, including Upland 
Montclair, Cucamonga, Etiwanda and 
Alta Loma will be asked to approve a tax 
increase of approximately W) cents per 
$100 of assessed valuation 

The primary reason for the requested 
increase, according to Chaffey Supt 
Allan G. Smith, is to provide additional 
funds to the district for normal day-to- 
day operations, salaries, supplies, equip 
ment and maintnenance of facilities at 
the district's high schools, including 
Upland, Montclair and Alta Loma High 
Schools 

Proposition P will ask for an increase 
in the base revenue limit (total income 
per student) from $1,228 to $1,378 for the 
period 1974 through 1976 

The additional $150 per student 
revenue limit is translated to a tax in 
crease of 50 cents per $100 per assessed 
valuation,’ Smith said in a recent inter 
view, “It is estimated that the cost will 
be approximately $2 per month or 7 cents 
per day on a home with a market value of 
$20,000." This would mean an ap 
proximate tax increase per year on this 
same hore of §24 

The tax increase would add ap 
proximately 8 million to a yearly budget 
of $20,837 508 (the second preliminary es 
timate for 1974-76), according to Smith 

If the proposition does not get the ap 
proval of more than 50 percent of the dis 
trict's voters, he said, several items will 
have to be cut from next year's budget, 
including possible cost of living pay in 
creases to certificated and classified 
personnel, rehabilitation projects needed 
at Chaffey High School, new facilities at 
the Chaffey Training Center for mentally 
retarded students, furnishing and 


lamiscaping of the newly built Valley 
View High School, maintenance projects 
in the district and rehabilitation and ex 
pansion of district facilities: 

For the school year 1976-76, according 
to Smith, if the tax increase does not 
pass, the number of teachers and 
classified employees in the district and 
high school programs would have to be 
cut. This could mean a five-period day 
for the high schools, he said 

“If the diatriet is fo meet its 
obligations in providing for the extgraor- 
dinary expenditure requirements... and 
maintain the kind of quality education 
program for which it is known,” Smith 
said, “it is obvieus the Board of Trustees 
must ask for additional financial sup- 
port. This can be done by requesting the 
community to raise the revenue limit per 
student to an amount sufficient to meet 
the current and projected needs of the 
district 

If the school district is to continue 
offering excellent opportunities for 
students regardless of ability and to con 
tinue the outstanding progress made in 
providing students job related work ex: 
perience and developing of saleable 
skills as well as college preparatory 
training, additional funds will be re- 
quired,’ he said 

Smith said chances the tax increase 
will be approved by the voters is good 
He said Proposition P's chances of pass 
ing depends on whether people are in- 
formed of the ‘critical nature” of the 
district's financial needs 

Smith said the only argument against 
the measure he has heard of was the in- 
crease in the tax rate 

We've not had an opposition ex 
preased,”’ he said,

with the notorious L'Unione Siciliano. Certain papers seized 
by Leos Angeles police on February 14, 1950, from the 
Dragnas definitely tend to confirm this view.

Some of them regorded as among the most powertul 
and dongerovs professional criminals in the country.” 









Dippolito first came to the attention of law enforcement at 
the age of 23 when he was arrested December 2, 1937 on 
charges of violation of the Internal Revenve Lew in 
transporting untaxed alcohol in the State of New York. He 
wes convicted of one of two counts and sentenced to four 
months. 


Dippolite was again mentioned in 1959 when the State 
Assembly interim Committee on Judiciary published its 
findings on Organized Crime in California.
